EXECUTIVE SUMMARY



introduction

The Sonoma County Waste Management Agency (“Agency”) includes
the County of Sonoma and all of the incorporated Cities in the County.
The Agency and private sector businesses in the County have made
good faith efforts to implement diversion programs designed to achieve
50% diversion, including numerous residential, commercial, industrial,
and agricultural programs. Despite these efforts, the Agency’s
diversion rate was estimated to be 38% in 2002 using the adjusted
1990 base year and the California Integrated Waste Management
Board (“CIWMB”) adjustment factors. In addition, the Agency's
calculated diversion rate has dropped by approximately 1% per year
since 2000. Although the Biennial review for the Agency has not been
completed, the preliminary diversion rates for 2001 and 2002 are 39%
and 38%, respectively.

The Agency engaged R3 Consulting Group (“R3") to conduct a new
base year study using 2003 data. In conducting the study, R3
documented existing diversion activities and programs implemented by
both the Agency and the private sector. The initial results indicate
that the Agency’s 2003 diversion rate was 55.1%. A significant
portion of the 2003 diversion was performed by the private sector, and it
is likely that the diversion efforts achieved by local businesses were not
accurately quantified in the original 1990 waste generation study.

Methodology

R3 accumulated data for the solid waste generation study from the
following sources:

e Phone surveys to local and regional materials handlers, including
landscapers, recyclers, composting facilities, and inerts processors;

¢ Phone surveys to businesses, including manufacturing and grocery
stores;

e Phone and mail surveys of wineries;

e Agency reports for commercial collection programs;

o Department of Conservation California Redemption Value reports;
¢ Landfill Reports;

e Agency records of landfill diversion, including drop-off centers and
tip-floor sorts;

e Agency reports of residential curbside and greenwaste collection
programs;

¢ Interviews with various public agencies and facilities, including
Sonoma State University, local school districts and City and County
Parks departments;
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» University of California Cooperative Extension reports on residential

backyard composting tonnages;

e Preliminary disposal and Alternative Daily Cover (ADC) tonnages .
reported by the Agency and the CIWMB. (The CIWMB has not yet
finalized the 2003 disposal tonnages).

The maii and phone surveys were conducted pursuant to the guidelines
published in the CIWMB Diversion Study Guide and subsequent
conversion factors provided by staff.

All diversion tonnages are documented as actual tons diverted. No
attempt was made to extrapolate data across business sectors.

Material handlers were identified by Agency staff, and businesses were
identified through the phone book, the internet, references from local
residents and business owners, etc.

Summary of Business and Agency Surveys

The R3 project team completed 102 business and public agency
surveys, documenting a total of 431,949.9 tons of diversion throughout
the County. Of this total, 939.1 tons were documented for source
reduction, 363,697.07 for recycling and 67,313.74 for composting
activities and programs. (See Attachment G.)

The total tonnage documented for business and agency surveys has
been reduced to account for diversion programs that handled restricted
wastes, including scrap metal and pomace that were in existence prior
to 1990. (See Tables 2 and 3 in Section 2.)

In order to avoid double counting, no tonnages were included from
franchise haulers, materials handlers, or California Redemption Value
material in the tonnage documented in the business surveys.

The business surveys were essential to quantifying the County-wide
diversion rate. Many businesses in the County participate in private
recycling programs and practice extensive waste prevention techniques
that were not previously documented by the Agency.

Residential Curbside and Greenwaste Recycling

A total of 101,594.35 tons of residential curbside recycling and green
waste were documented for 2003, including 49,010.08 tons of curbside
recycling and 52,584.26 tons of curbside greenwaste collection. (See
Attachment A.)

Please note that DOC data were used for all CRV materials, as
opposed to Agency compiled data from the franchised haulers, toc avoid
double counting.
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Buyback and Drop-off Center Diversion

A total of 5,851.84 tons of buyback center recycling were documented
for 2003. In addition, a total of 49,124.49 tons of diversion were
documented for drop-off centers, including 623.75 tons of source
reduction, 18,922.09 tons of recycling and 1,348.93 tons of biomass
were documented for 2003. (See Attachments B and C.)

DOC data were used for all CRV materials, and Agency compiled data
from franchise haulers were used for all non-CRV materials.

Commercial Recycling (Franchise)

A fotal of 26,821.76 tons of commercial recycling were documented for
2003. (See Attachment D.)

The total documented tonnage for commercial recycling activities was
reduced to account for diversion programs that handled restricted
wastes (scrap metal) that were in existence prior to 1990.

DOC data were used for all CRV materials, and Agency data were used
for all non-CRV materials.

Grasscycling

A total of 3,656.97 tons of grass were documented as diverted from
landfill disposal through Grasscycling in 2003. (See Attachment E) This
represents approximately 481 acres of grass throughout the County that
are maintained by grasscycling. The calculated tonnages are based
upon the CIWMB approved conversion factor of 7.6 tons/acre/year.

Interviews were conducted with landscape managers, the
Superintendent of City Parks, recycling coordinators and maintenance
supervisors.

Residential Backyard Composting

A total of 3,676 tons of backyard composting tonnages were
documented for 2003, including 762.1 tons of food waste and 2,913.9
tons of greenwaste. (See Attachment F.)

The University of California Cooperative Extension Annual Report for
2003 includes actual surveys of 12,514 adults.
Alternative Daily Cover

A total of 29,237 tons of ADC were documented for 2003. (See
Attachment |.) Landfill reports received by the Agency show the
following ADC tonnages for 2003:

= 250 tons of mixed waste at Altamont Landfill
= 8 tons of sludge at West Contra Costa Landfill

= 7 tons of green material at Keller Canyon Landfill
= 3,557 tons of green material at Redwood Landfill
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8,762 tons of sludge at Redwood Landfill

8,120 tons of sludge at Potrero Hills Landfill
8,533 tons of green material at Central Landfill

- Construction and Demolition Waste
- A total of 2,513.48 tons of C&D recycling were documented for 2003.

(See Attachment J.)

Restricted Waste

The restricted wastes documented in the 2003 waste generation study
include the following:

Scrap Metals: A total of 34,676.05 tons of scrap metal recycling
were documented for 2003. However, the Agency is claiming an
amount of 8,587.05 tons of scrap metal recycling for the 2003
base year to comply with the “restricted waste” regulations. The
34,676.05 tons include 31,545.13 tons from programs that were
implemented before 1990, and 3,130.92 tons for programs that
were implemented after 1990. (See Tabie 2 in Section 2 and
Table 10 in Section 3.)

Please note that on December 6, 1994, the CIWMB approved
the Agency’s request to modify the 1990 scrap metal diversion
amount to 26,089 tons. (See SCWMA letter in Section 2.)

The Agency has implemented programs and strategies to
prevent the disposal of scrap metal, inciuding variable tip fees
that provide an economic incentive to recycle scrap metals, and
later a landfill ban on scrap metals.

Winery Pomace: A total of 27,325.03 tons of grape pomace
composting were documented in 2003. However, the Agency is
claiming an amount of 26,418.03 tons of pomace composting for
the 2003 base year to comply with the “restricted waste”
regulations. (See Attachment G, Table 3 in Section 2 and Table
10 in Section 3.)

Pomace is a residual material resulting from the crushing of
grapes to make wine. The CIWMB provided a conversion factor
of 15% of the gross harvest weight for diversion credit if the
pomace is composted. In conducting the winery surveys, R3
used a survey that was developed by Napa County. All of the
documented pomace was either used in land application or
compost feedstock.

Inerts: A total of 334,605.93 tons of inerts recycling were
documented in 2003. Al of the documented tonnages for inerts
are from programs that began between 1995 and 2001. (See
Attachment G and Table 10 in Section 3.)
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Sludge

A total of 1,414 tons of sludge generated within Sonoma County were
documented as composted in 2003. (See Attachment H.)

A total of 2,294 tons of sludge generated within Sonoma County were
documented as land applied in 2003. (See Attachment H.)

A total of 8 tons of sludge generated within Sonoma County were used
as ADC at West Contra Costa Landfill. (See Attachment |.)

A total of 8,762 tons of sl'udge generated Awithin Sonoma County were
used as ADC at Redwood Landfill in 2003. (See Attachment |.)

A total of 8,120 tons of sludge generated within Sonoma County were
used as ADC at Potrero Hills Landfill in 2003. (See Attachment |.)

In 1990, all sludge generated in the County was disposed in landfills,
and the implementation of the first sludge diversion programs began in
approximately1992.

It is our understanding that the Redwood Landfill and Potrero Hills
Landfill have satisfied all regulatory requirements for use of sludge as
ADC.

- Biomass

A total of 1,348.93 tons of wood waste were documented as collected
through drop-off programs at Agency facilities and used as biomass fuel
in 2003. (See Attachment C.)

Disposal Tonnage Corrections

The Agency’s adjusted disposal tonnage for 2003 is in the amount of
523,407.48 tons. (See Attachment K.) The disposal tonnage figure
from the Disposal Reporting System included 20,196.35 tons of
contaminated soil that was reported as disposed, primarily at the Keller
Canyon Landfill. This soil was generated by two construction projects
and disposed as contaminated soil. The Agency has been granted a
tonnage modification for contaminated soil for the past three years and
will request a tonnage reduction for the 20,196.4 tons of contaminated
soil disposed in 2003.

The 2003 disposal tonnage figure from the preliminary Disposal
Reporting System also included 1,153.17 tons of waste disposed from
Federal indian Lands in Sonoma County. A formal Request for
Tonnage Modification is being submitted by the Agency to the CIWMB
and is included with this submittal. (See Attachment K.)
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- Conversion Factors

The conversion factors used in the solid waste generation study were
identified in the CIWMB Diversion Study Guide, with the exception of
the winery pomace conversion factor of 15 percent of gross harvest
weight, which was provided by CIWMB staff.

New Base Year Study Calculation Details

Table 1 in Section 2 provides the New Base Year Calculation Summary
demonstrating that the County’s 2003 diversion rate was 55 percent in
2003. Table 1 also provides the New Base Year calculation details
showing the tonnage contributed by each program or generator type.

The collected data and information indicate that the total 2003 waste
generation was 1,165,936.1 tons. This amount includes 2003
documented diversion in the amount of 642,528.58 tons, and
documented disposal in the amount of 523,407.48 tons.

Based on a 2003 total population of 469,460, the County's per capita
waste generation rate is 2.5 tons/person/year, or 13.6 pounds per
person per day.

CIWMB staff performed a preliminary review of Sonoma County's restricted waste claim and
suggested that our documentation was not sufficient. The statute requires documentation prior to
1989 in order to claim restricted wastes in 1990, Sonoma County still stands behind its original
approach and assumptions as reasonable and logjcal; however, we submit this additional
documentation to confirm our claim for diversion credit for restricted wastes.

In 1985, the Sonoma County Board of Supervisors adopted the Sonoma County Solid Waste
Management Plan (CoSWMP). Data presented in that plan confirm disposal in local landfills of
metals and inerts prior to 1989. Based on the data provided in this document, the following
tonnages of metals and inerts were generated. '

These estimates were based on projected population and tonnage data. Actual population and
tonnage were greater than projected by the CoSWMP. In 1982, 1990 population was projected
at 365,000 when it was actually 388,222; a difference of 6%. Projected tonnage was off by an
average of 30% between 1987 and 1993.

The 2003 Waste Generation Study has documented extensive diversion in County businesses , materials processors and
agriculture. The County has instituted many waste diversion programs over the past 13 years, the resuits of which is
represented in this study.

The 1990 waste generation figure grossly underestimated the percentage of waste from the residential sector. In addition,
the County population has grown rapidly. There has also been a large increase in the tonnages generated by the wineries
and materiais processors in the County.

6. If the difference between the proposed diversion rates in 4a and 4b is greater than 5 percentage points, please explain the
specific reasons for the difference. (For example: new/improved curbside diversion programs.)

The County has implemented extensive programs including a C and D program and financial incentives for diversion of inerts, and
recently banned the disposal of inerts at Central landfill. The 2003 study has documented extensive business waste reduction programs
that did not exist in 1990. The County has also implemented operational improvements at Central Landfill including the Recycletown
Resue area, sorting of tires, metals and appliances, yard debris, wood waste and other materials at the new tipping building. The
following programs have been implemented and recently expanded: backyard composting, residential curbside, agency grasscycling,
school recycling, procurement and County in-house recycling, special collections, increased number of dropoff and buyback facilities. The
County has also banned disposal of yard debris from the landfill.

Per our conversation last week, in spite of our numerous requests, the bio-mass
facilities that received bio-fuel from Sonoma Compost during 2003 have still not
completed the Bio-mass Facility Questionnaires you need.

With respect to Pacific Lumber in Scotia, we are told that the person responsible
for maintaining and assembling the required information is on medical leave.
Michael Green, the fuel purchaser for Pacific Lumber has said that another
person has been asked to assemble the needed information. At this time, we have
not received a firm commitment on when the project will be completed. If you
wish, vou can contact Mr. Green by phone at (707) 764-2222.

Woodland Bio-mass simply refuses to provide the requested information. I have
discussed this matter with Woodland's fuel buyer, the plant manager and Tim
Smith, who is either the assistant plant manager or person in charge of
environmental compliance. Mr. Smith indicates that he refuses to cooperate, and
in fact, has tried to persuade other northern California fuel plants to refuse to
provide the mandated information as well. According to Mr. Smith, bio-mass
facilities provide a needed service and counties and cities wouldn't be able to
claim diversion credits without them. He feels that filling out such forms is not
their responsibility, especially if they are not paid to do so. Mr. Smith can be
reached at (530) 661-0095 if you wish to discuss this matter with him.

Following is a printout from Sonoma Compost's accounting program. You will
see that it indicates the number of tons of bio-fuel shipped to each facility during
2003, the date shipped, and the amount the facilities paid for the fuel. It should
be noted that in the case of Woodland Bio-mass, Sonoma Compost is paid for

“bone dry tons” delivered. The actual number of “green tons” shipped was
actuallv greater.

Although we can certifv the accuracy of this data, we regret we can't provide the
information vou need relative to the facilities that receive bio-fuel from Sonoma

Countv.

We understand the importance of this information and remain ready to assist if
possible.

The diversion rate reflects all of the recycling and diversion programs implemented in Sonoma County by the SCWMA as
detailed in the SCWMA's Paris Chart of the 2003 Annual Report, including the additional program changes and the new
programs impiemented to comply with the SCWMA's SB1066 Correction Plan. In addition, the new diversion rate includes
extensive business waste reduction programs documented by the 2003 Solid Waste Generation Study ("SWGS") that did not
exist in 1990 when the original Waste Characterization Study was conducted by Sonoma County, The 2003 SWGS was
conducted in order o provide backup documentation for a Base Year Adjustment request. The 2003 SWGS also documents
the diversion from the County's C&D program, operational improvements at the Central Disposal Site (reuse, recycling, fire
recycling, metal and appliance recycling, yard debris composting, wood waste processing), and other expanded materials
diversion at the new tipping building. Recently implemented and expanded programs include backyard composting, residential
curbside, agency grasscycling, school recylcing, procurement and County in-house recycling, special collections, and increases
by drop-off and buyback facilities. In addition, the County has adopted iocal ordinances that ban yard debris and wood waste,
and most recently, scrap metal and cardboard, from landfill disposal.

Since the CIWMB has determined that the Class Il waste disposed of in the Kelier Canyon Landfill is not allowed to be diverted
according to Keller Canyon Landfill's permits, and since petroleum-contaminated soil was not included in the 1990 Baseline
Waste Generation Study, the waste does not affect the SCWMA's programs or the amount of materials being diverted. in fact,
the large fluctuation of Class 1l wastes would continue to lower the SCWMA's diversion rate creating a hardship that would
prevent the SCWMA from meeting it's AB 938 diversion mandates.

Also, disposal of waste generated as Indian Country Waste does not affect the success of the recycling and diversion programs
implemented by the SCWMA and local jurisdictions for those reasons discussed above.

This request inciudes a credit of 20,918 tons of Class |l waste (specifically, petroleum-contaminated soil) disposed at the Keller
Canyon Landfill in Contra Costa County and the Kettlieman Hills Facility in Kings County. Sonoma County has no control over
the final disposition of the Class | wastes delivered and disposed of at either facility.

Class Il was not included in the 1990 Solid Waste Generation Studies (WGS) for the jurisdictions of Sonoma County because
Class Il wastes are not defined as municipal solid waste or disposed in the Central Disposal Site (CDS) in Sonoma County.
Therefore, Class Il wastes were not included in the equation to calculate the total amount of solid waste generated (GEN =
DISP + DIVERT) from Sonoma County’s facilities.

The Central Disposal Site Solid Waste Facility Permit (49-AA-0148) aliows the local landfill to accept Class Il wastes only and
the facility does not accept waste that is defined hazardous by RCRA and/or CCR Title 22. Refuse Bulletin No. 100 outlines
the specific steps that must be complied with before the CDS will accept any soil for disposal or beneficial reuse.

The expansion of the C&D program to
the transfer stations was not completed prior to the initiation of the construction project at the River Rock
Casino.

According to the North Bay Corporation, all of the C&D material collected from this construction was
delivered directly to the Healdsburg Transfer Station. Therefore, in 2003, C&ID material from this project was
not diverted and was landfilled as regular solid waste.

The Sonoma County Central Disposal Site, located at 500 Mecham Road, is permitted as a Class
I landfill and will not accept waste which is defined as hazardous by RCRA and/or CCR Title
22. However, the County will accept non-hazardous petroleum contaminated soil that has been
properly sampled, analyzed and found to be acceptable for disposal in a Class II1 landfill.

Acceptance is based on the County’s determination that all necessary documentation of testing
results, origin, location of sampling and other required information has been submitted, reviewed

and approved.

The County of Sonoma reserves the right to reject any and all soil from disposal at County
facilities without cause,

Required Information: )

1. Amount of soil to be disposed measured in cubic yards.

2. Plot plans with location of where samples were taken, location and disposition of soil,
e.g.; in situ, stockpiles, containers, others.

Site address, APN and owners name and address.

All laboratory results by a commercial laboratory certified by the State of California.
Chain of Custody Documents

All data submitted must be less than one (1) year old and on certifying laboratory’s
letterhead.

The source and matrix of the waste sample must be identified on report.

The analytical results must identify units of measure.

Sample collection and analyses:

Sample collection and analyses must be performed in accordance with designated EPA
procedures and methods. Laboratory sampling must be a representative sample; a representative
sample is defined as a sample which can be expected to exhibit the average properties of the
contaminated materials being tested.

It is the sole responsibility of the owner/generator to characterize the material as non-hazardous
pursuant to Federal, State and Local regulations. Sonoma County requires waste characterization

for landfill acceptability and will not assume responsibility for such characterization.

BTEX (Benzene, Toluene, Ethylbenzene and Xylene) analyses are required when characterizing
petroleum contaminated soils.

*Soils contaminated with waste oils or other unknown hydrocarbons should be analyzed for
Volatile Organic Compounds (VOC) Method 8240, 8270, 8080, 8260 and (STLC, TTLC) Listed
Metals.

According to the 1995/95 waste characterization study:

75% self haul

12% residential

11% commercial

The self haul is 72% residential and 28% commercial.

So, if you calculate that out you get 66% residential, 32% commercial, and 2% mixed
residential and commercial.
